Bombers Hit Iraq Ministries 


Dual suicide blasts target government, killing at least 147 


BAGHDAD I A pair of suicide car bombings 
Sunday devastated the heart of Iraq’s capi- 
tal, killing at least 147 people in the coun- 
try’s deadliest attack in more than two 
years. The bombs targeted two govern- 
ment buildings and called into question 
Iraq’s ability to protect its people as U.S. 
forces withdraw. 

The bombings show that insurgents still 
have the ability to launch horrific attacks 
even as violence has dropped dramatically 
in Iraq. Many fear such attacks will only 


increase as Iraq prepares for crucial Janu- 
ary elections. 

The dead included 35 employees at the 
Ministry of Justice and at least 25 staff mem- 
bers of the Baghdad Provincial Council, said 
police and medical officials speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity because they were not 
authorized to speak to the media. At least 
721 people were wounded, including three 
American contractors. 

Prime Minister Nouri al-Malikii has 
staked his political reputation and re-election 


bid on his ability to bring peace to Iraq and 
pledged to punish those responsible, who he 
said wanted to “spread chaos in the country, 
undermine the political process and prevent 
the holding of parliamentary elections.” But 
the Sunday attacks seemed designed to paint 
the Iraqi leader as incapable of providing 
security to the beleaguered city, undermin- 
ing much of his political support. 

The attacks occurred just hours before 
Iraq’s top leadership was scheduled to meet 
with heads of political parties to reach a 
compromise on election guidelines needed 
to hold the January vote, (ap)

WASHINGTONIA proposal for gov- 
ernment-backed health insurance 
is close to gaining the 60 votes

Northwest plane crew 
accidentally overshot 
airport by 150 miles 

The Northwest Airlines pilots who 
overshot a runway in Minneapolis 
last week aren’t the first air crew 
to miss their destination — a fact 
that raises a wider question for air 
safety: Are regulators also falling 
down on the job? 

The Minneapolis incident 
comes as members of Congress 
have been pressing the Federal 
Aviation Administration to set 
rules on pilot fatigue and profes- 
sionalism in the cockpit. 

FAA administrator Randolph 
Babbitt recently told lawmakers 
that his agency is working as fast 
as it can. “We just set a three-min- 
ute mile” in putting together draft 
regulations, he told a House sub- 
committee last month. 

The Minneapolis case has gar- 
nered national attention for its eye- 
popping details. Flight 188 from 
San Diego overshot its destina- 
tion by 150 miles on Wednesday 
night, as flight controllers tried in 
vain to contact the crew for more 


than an hour. 

“The crew stated they were in 
a heated discussion over airline 
policy and they lost situational 
awareness,” according to a state- 
ment from the National Transpor- 
tation Safety Board. 

The incident has raised new 
concerns about professional con- 
duct in the skies. 


The incident is not an isolated 
case. In 2008, sleeping pilots over- 
shot their destination on a flight 
from Honolulu to Hilo, Hawaii, but 
then landed safely. In a fatal crash 
of a Colgan Air flight near Buffalo, 
N.Y., earlier this year, both fatigue 
and unprofessional banter in the 
cockpit may have played a role. 

At the hearing last month on 


Capitol Hill, some lawmakers 
voiced frustration that new regu- 
lations are not yet in place. 

“We need things to be done 
now,” said Rep. Laura Richard- 
son, D-Calif. “We have people like 
myself and many people here in 
this room who are traveling every

Governor s embrace 
of president is fueling 
opponent s Senate bid 

TALLAHASSEE, FLA. I Republican 
Gov. Charlie Crist probably wasn’t 
worried that embracing President 
Obama back in February and sup- 
porting the $787 billion federal 
stimulus package would hurt his 
U.S. Senate campaign. 

No, the party base wasn’t 
happy, but the appearance was an 
opportunity to win over Demo- 
crats, independents and moder- 
ate Republicans who voted for 
Obama. The president’s approval 
ratings were high, and any Flor- 
ida Republican thinking about 
running for the open seat in 2010 
stopped thinking about it when 
Crist signaled interest. 

All except former House Speak- 
er Marco Rubio. 

Political insiders said it wasn’t 
logical to challenge an incumbent 


governor who had high approval 
ratings. But Rubio countered that 
it didn’t make sense for the highest- 
profile Republican in Florida to 
embrace Obama and his policies. 

Now Rubio is gaining momen- 
tum, and the political insiders who 


downplayed Rubio are starting 
to think the unthinkable: Crist’s 
campaign might be threatened by 
another Republican. 

“I just knew that if we were true 
to ourselves and what we stand for, 
and we went out and told enough 


people about it, that we would 
begin to make progress, and that’s 
what’s happening,” Rubio said. 

Crist says he 
has no regrets 
about appearing 
with the presi- 
dent. 

“I was happy 
and delighted to 
do so. I’m a civil 
guy. The presi- 
dent of the United States is the 
president of the United States, 
especially when it’s the first visit 
to Florida and I’m invited to be 
there,” Crist said. “I have that kind 
of respect in my soul.” 

Crist isn’t going to let Rubio 
have the spotlight to himself for 
long. The governor has started run- 
ning radio ads attempting to dis- 
tance himself from Obama by criti- 
cizing the president for trying to 
spend his way to prosperity, despite 
his own support for the stimulus

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Madoff Friend Found Dead in Pool 


Philanthropist was 
accused of profiting 
from investing scam 

PALM BEACH, FLA. I Jeffry Picower, 
a philanthropist accused of profit- 
ing more than $7 billion from the 
investment schemes of his long- 
time friend Bernard Madoff, was 
found at the bottom of the pool at 
his oceanside mansion and died 
Sunday, police said. He was 67. 


Picower ’s wife discovered his 
body and pulled him from the 
water with help from a housekeep- 
er, authorities said. He was pro- 
nounced dead at about 1:30 p.m. 

Palm Beach police are inves- 
tigating the death, as is standard 
for any drowning, the department 
said in a statement. 

Picower ’s body showed no vis- 
ible injuries, said Joseph Sekula, 
spokesman for the Palm Beach 
Fire Department

Picower had been accused by 
jilted investors of being the biggest 
beneficiary of Madoff s schemes. 

In a lawsuit to recover Mad- 
off s assets, trustee Irving Picard 
demanded Picower return more 
than $7 billion in bogus profits. 

Picower and his wife started 
the Picower Foundation in 1989, 
which has given millions to the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, Human Rights First and 
the New York Public Library. 


The foundation, whose assets 
were managed by Madoff, said in 
its 2007 tax return its investment 
portfolio was valued at nearly 
$1 billion. 

After the Madoff scandal broke 
in December, the Picower foun- 
dation said it would be forced 
to close. 

But the trustee’s lawyer said 
Picower’s claims that he was a 
victim “ring hollow” because he 
withdrew more of other investors’ 
money than anyone else during 
three decades of investing with 
Madoff and should have noticed 
signs of fraud, (ap)

Karzai Rival May Boycott Runoff 


Campaign officials 
say Abdullah is wary 
of new voter fraud 

KABUL I The challenger to Presi- 
dent Hamid Karzai is considering 
boycotting the upcoming runoff if 
his demands are not met to remove 
the leaders of Afghanistan’s elec- 
tion commission who he believes 
are biased against him, campaign 
officials said Sunday. 

Despite his public promises 
that he will participate in the 
Nov. 7 runoff, Abdullah Abdullah 
has been discussing the possibil- 
ity of pulling out, an outcome that 
could create a new political crisis 


and throw the legitimacy of any 
new government into question. 
His aides argue that it would be 
dangerous to enter into an election 
and risk reproducing the massive 
fraud that dis- 
credited the vote 
in August. 

Abdullah’s 
first running 
mate, Homay- 
oun Shah Assefy, 
said it was clear 
that the United 
States and the international com- 
munity would resist such a boycott 
but that it might be necessary if 
the Independent Election Com- 
mission is not purged of its promi- 


nent Karzai supporters. 

“Lots of our international 
friends won’t be happy. We will 
have them on our backs,” Assefy 
said in an interview. “But for the 
interest of our country, is a rigged 
and controversial election better 
than boycotting the election? I 
think the second.” 

Abdullah told Fox News on 
Sunday that “I’m not talking about 
boycott at this stage, though my 
supporters are pressing on that 
point.” 

Abdullah said that if his con- 
ditions are not met, there will 


not be a credible election “and 
it will be very difficult to con- 
vince the people to turn out and 
to show up.” 

Abdullah has not made his 
final decision, his aides say, and 
the tactics in this political duel 
seem to be shifting daily, if not 
hourly. 

This penchant for brinksman- 
ship by both candidates is exasper- 
ating Western diplomats search- 
ing for some legitimate resolution 
that will yield a credible.

NAZRAN, RUSSIA I A prominent 
opposition and rights activist 
in Russia’s southern province of 
Ingushetia was fatally shot Sun- 
day in at least the third killing of 
a human rights defender in the 
volatile North Caucasus region 
in just over three months. 

Maksharip Aushev worked to 
publicize human rights abuses and 
organize rallies against Ingushet- 
ia’s deeply unpopular former presi- 
dent, Murat Zyazikov. Aushev died 
when several assailants sprayed 
his vehicle with automatic gun- 
fire from a passing car. 

His murder follows the killing 
in July of Natalya Estemirova, a 
prominent human rights activ- 
ist who was found shot.

Clashes at revered

They remained holed up in the 
mosque with police outside for sev- 
eral hours until dispersing before 
nightfall. Eighteen protesters were 
arrested, and no serious injuries 
were reported. But even mild trou- 
bles at the disputed compound in 
Jerusalem’s Old City can quickly 
ignite widespread unrest, and 
police remained on high alert. 

“Jerusalem is a red line that 
Israel should not cross,” said Pal- 
estinian Authority spokesman 
Nabil Abu Rdeneh, condemning 
the Israeli police action.

U.N. officials enter 
once-secret uranium 
facility for first time 

TEHRAN, IRAN I U.N. inspectors 
entered a once-secret uranium 
enrichment facility with bun- 
ker-like construction and heavy 
military protection that raised 
Western suspicions about the 
extent and intent of Iran’s nucle- 
ar program. 

The visit Sunday by the four- 
member International Atomic 
Energy Agency team, reported by 
state media, was the first indepen- 
dent look inside the planned nucle- 
ar fuel lab, a former ammunition 
dump burrowed into the treeless 
hills south of Tehran and only pub- 
licly disclosed last month. 

The inspectors are expected to 
study plant blueprints, interview 


workers and take soil samples 
before wrapping up the three- 
day mission. 

No results from the inspection 
are expected until the team leaves 
the country, but some Iranian offi- 
cials hailed the visit as an example 
that their nuclear program was 
open to international scrutiny. 

“IAEA inspectors’ visit to Fordo 
shows that Iran’s nuclear activities 
are transparent and peaceful,” the 
official IRNA news agency quot- 
ed lawmaker Hasan Ebrahimi 
as saying. 

Another test of Iran’s coopera- 
tion is fast approaching, however. 
Iran has promised to respond this 
week to a U.N.-brokered deal to 
process its nuclear fuel abroad — 
a plan designed to ease Western 
fears about Iran’s potential ability 
to produce weapons-grade mate- 
rial.

Your Loss, But Whose Gain? 


Check the fine print 
on deals that promise 
financial help if you’re 
laid off from your job 

You can finally indulge in that 
vacation to Paris. And if you lose 
your job and suddenly need the 
money back, the airline will give 
you a refund. 

It’s a foolproof plan — except 
that such deals usually come with 
strings attached. 

As the unemployment rate 
marches toward 10 percent, retail- 
ers big and small have emerged 
with programs that let you walk 
away from purchases at no cost if 
you lose your job. 

The promotions, known as 
“job-loss protection plans,” no 
doubt provide a valuable safety 
net. But if you’re on the fence, it’s 
worth taking a closer look at the 
fine print. 

Each promotion differs, but 
here’s a rundown of three plans 
and what to watch for. All require 
you to submit an application and, 


Hyundai covers up to three 
months of payments regardless 
of the cost. 

THE FINE PRINT: You’re not eligible 
if you get a temp job or part-time 
work. You must be employed for 90 
days before filing your claim. 

THE LESSON: Even limited part-time 
work might disqualify you for the 
program.

JETBLUE FLIGHTS

HOW IT WORKS: Get a refund for

I think “Just My Imagination” has 
a connection with me because it 
was the same year as “Maggie 
May” was a hit — 1971 — so that 
one hits home. 

You were a mentor on “American 
Idol” a few years back. Do you 
have plans to do more TV appear- 
ances to promote this album? 

I’ll be doing “Dancing With the 
Stars” and its equivalent, “Strict- 
ly Come Dancing” [in the United 
Kingdom]. They reach a huge 
audience. The music business is 
dead when it comes to just sell- 
ing records. 

Talk about your most recent tour. 

We did a mini-tour of the U.S. of 
places I haven’t been in three or 
four years: Dallas and Houston 
and Denver. I made a point of 
thanking everybody every night, 
because there’s a recession on and 
the dollar is hard to come by. 

Which do you prefer: touring or 
recording?

SCRIBE I Busy Nick Hornby: new 
novel, new screenplay, songwrit- 
er in his spare time, interviewer, 
interviewee, dad of three. 

And yet here he is, strolling in 
for a chat in a room off the hotel 
bar, looking full of cheer. 

Well, why not the good vibe? 
“An Education,” the movie for 
which he wrote the screenplay and 
that his wife co-produced, has been 
flooded with critical praise, earned 


raves (and whispers of Oscar) for 
the performance of its young star, 
Carey Mulligan, and scored the top 
audience prize for foreign films at 
Sundance earlier this year. 

And with its prickly humor, 
warm spirit and rock ’n’ roll- 
obsessive theme, Hornby’s new 
book, “Juliet, Naked,” has fans and 
reviewers alike comparing it favor- 
ably to “High Fidelity,” his break- 
out novel of 14 years ago.

M U S I C I Every season at your local 
concert hall, the drill is the same: 
Musicians tune up their instru- 
ments, a conductor walks onstage 
and taps a baton, and works of 
past compositional masters spring 
to life. 

This scenario has not been tam- 
pered with for centuries, a fact that 
many cherish and others lament 
about the symphonic experience. 
Now, threatened by the high costs 
of producing orchestral concerts 
and shrinking endowments, classi- 
cal music has arrived kicking and 
screaming in the Digital Age. Com- 
puters are helping change the way 
people make, perform and listen 
to symphonic music. 

“Orchestras are floundering,” 
says Greg Bowers, a composer who 
teaches music theory and compo- 
sition at the College of William & 
Mary in Williamsburg, Va. “They 
want to fill seats desperately.” 

Because it’s so difficult to have 
new symphonic works performed, 
composers increasingly turn to 
technology, where software can 
replicate acoustic instruments 
and perform an entire score 
without the need of a single, live 
musician. 


Now, new works under the 
classical banner are being per- 
formed onstage by combinations 
of computers and live musicians. 
Traditional orchestras are flirting 
with social media — for example, 
providing Twitter feeds during 
operas — or playing new roles, 
such as performing live scores 
to accompany the screenings of 
popular films. Even the concept 
of the orchestra is expanding with 
the advent of chamber groups that 


perform new works through live 
groupings of laptops and even 
mobile phones. 

Paul Henry Smith, a composer 
and developer of the Fauxharmonic 
Orchestra, says the development 
of cheap disc space and affordable 
processors has allowed sampling 
libraries to grow more refined, 
both in the number of instru- 
ments allowed and the shades of 
tonal quality available. Although 
Mr. Smith says hearing an acous- 


tic orchestra “is still the best thing 
you can do” to hear symphonic 
music at its highest level, he says 
his device is a “viable, expressive 
instrument.” 

“In the end, they’re just mak- 
ing music, whether it’s with a 
computer or a cello,” Smith says. 
“What music they’re making is 
not that important. It’s the fact 
that they are unlocking expres- 
sion within them.” mark guarino

Microsoft Hopes Windows 7 Revitalizes Brand 


Company promises 
faster boot times with 
new operating system 

SEATTLE I Microsoft Corp. finally 
got its chance to reboot its repu- 
tation Thursday, launching a new 
edition of Windows that it hopes 
will encourage more PC buyers to 
get back into stores. 

Microsoft CEO Steve Ballmer 
celebrated the arrival of Windows 


7 in New York with a few hundred 
people who had helped test early 
versions of the software that runs 
PCs. One of them, technology con- 
sultant, Jonathan Kay, flew from 
Toronto to attend. 

“Windows 7 will redeem Win- 
dows,” said Kay, 27. 

Microsoft hopes people like 
Windows 7 much more than Vista, 
which was slow and didn’t work 
well with existing programs and 
devices.

Microsoft fixed many of Vista’s 
flaws, but it was too late to repair 
perceptions. Many businesses 
avoided Vista altogether, prefer- 
ring to keep using Windows XP, 
an operating system that is now 
eight years old. 

Windows 7 promises to boot 
up faster, reduce the clicks need- 
ed to get common tasks done 
and put computers into sleep 
mode and wake them faster.

My laptop is beginning to fail. I use 
it almost exclusively for the Web 
and iTunes, but occasionally I need 
to create a Word document. Will 
netbooks allow me to do Word doc- 
uments on a regular basis, or is 
there not enough memory/space, 
or are there operating system com- 
patibility problems? 

Sure — though if you get a net- 
book with Linux, you’ll probably 
run OpenOffice, which works like 
Microsoft Office and reads and 
writes Office files very well but is 
a free, open-source app. On a Win- 
dows netbook, you can run Office, 
but you’ll have to customize its 
interface to fit the smaller screen.
